“Jat. That upon the death of a home- 
stead settler the heirs at law may es- 
tablish to the satisfaction of the regis- 
ter and receiver the taet of the decease 
of the settler, and of his actual. settle- 
tment to the period of decease, and en- 
ter the land under the eighth x#cetion 
at the price given by law; or 

“2d. Upon filing proof of deecase and 
of their heirship, they may enter upou 
the land and complete the five years’ 
settlement and cultivation required by 
the law, aud upon making proof of that 
fact obtain a patent for the tract in fa- 
vor of said ‘heira;’ or : 

“3d. They may pay for the sume be- 
fore the expiration of the five years, 
under the eighth section of the bome- 
stead act, under proving their contin- 
nous actual settlement and cultivation 
from decease of settler to date of pay- 
ment.”’

‘TrearMeN? oF Biisters.—It is a com- 
ton error that it is beneficial to break 
a blister in order to let out the water 
or blood which fills it. This water or 
blood is a healing substance, of a kind 
tuust appropriate for the parts where 
the skin is destroyed, and if the blister 
be allowed to dry, new skin forms more 
rapidly under it, and much pain is 
avoided. In exceptional cases, when 
the blister is full of fluid, so that it 
causes much pain by its tension, a 
stall portion of the fluid may be given 
a chance to escape, by the prick of a 
fine needle, A blister should also be 
covered up in some way to protect it 
from being ruptured by accident.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, In the month of July, a. v. 
1861, the two Houses of Con , with 
extraordinary unanimity, de- 
clared that the war then existing was 
not waged on the part of the Govern- 
ment in any spirit of oppression, nor 
for any purpose of conquest or subju- 
gation, nor for the purpose of over- 
throwing or interfering with the rights 
or established institutions of any States.
